That some of the state polli- 
ticians raise the bogy of federal 
control is so hypocritical and pre- 
posterous that it takes on a sort 
of grim and ironic humor. The 
results of their own state local 
control is too often a poverty- | 
stricken system of education which 
places their schools near the bot- 
tom of the list in teachers’ pay, 
money spent per pupil, and so 
on. Yet, these are the very ones 
who sound off the most piously 
against federal aid. 

It is easy to understand why 
Secretary Folsom is in a state ol 
exhaustion. He works hard, long 
hours. He also deals constantly 
with frustration brought on by | 
the necessity of dealing with the | 
always complex demands of poli- | 
tics. This he knows and under- | 
stands. But the frustration is| 
weighted by the greed and the | 
dissension of those who would 
sacrifice the whole bill unless | 
they can have their own way. 


Contrary to Opinion 


The truth is, and this may be 
a good place to say it, that con- 
trary to public opinion and the 
popular image of them, the so- 
called bureaucrats work faith- 
fully and hard. This applies to 
the secretaries in the cabinet, 
department heads and their staffs. 
The exceptions serve merely to 
emphasize the rule. Most of those 
citizens who enjoy damning the 
bureaucrats do not work as hard. 

There is no corporation, for ex- 
ample, whose staff works as long 
and as hard as a White House 
staff. The cabinet members put 
in more hours at their desks than 
top figures in management. 

There is just no telling how 
many nights and days Secretary 
Folsom has worked overtime 
getting together facts, meeting 
with committees, attending Senate 
and House hearings, trying to 
satisfy greedy politicians and 
delegations, and otherwise wear- 
ing himself out body and soul 
in an effort to work out some- 
thing which will save the nation’s 
educational system. 

He was doing this years before 
the Soviets flung their sputniks 
into the sky. He knew then—as 
did others—that our system was 
not geared to do the necessary 
job. 

So, exhausted and ill, he decides 
it is time to resign. ‘

Ant Poison and Voodoo Potions 


Discovered in Mrs. Lyles’ Home

MACON—Discovery of four ant 
poison bottles, a prayer to St. An- 
thony, a fantastic array of voodoo 
equipment—including love potions 
and ‘dragon  blood’’—Thursday 
gave a bizarre twist to the arsenic 
deaths in which Mrs. Anjette Don- 
ovan Lyles is being held here. 

Sheriff James I. Wood disclosed 
Thursday afternoon that he had 
discovered four bottles which had 
contained ant poison with arsenic 
base in Mrs. Lyles’ pretty gray- 


shingled house in the new North- 
woods subdivision. 


BOTTLES EMPTY 


Three of the bottles were empty 
and were in a kitchen cabinet, 
Sheriff Woods said. A fourth bot- 
tle, which he said “was partly 
used,”’ was found in a pocketbook 
in the closet of Mrs. Lyles’ bed- 
room. 


At the same time, Sheriff Wood 
displayed a blood-chilling assort- 
ment of jars and bottles and can- 
dies, which he said he under- 
stood was voodoo equipment, and 
two men’s socks, containing pic- 
tures of a man, whom Sheriff 
Wood declined to identify.

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Nixon Is Learning 


The Painful Truth 


‘The humiliating treatment accorded 
Vice President Nixon in Peru is another 
of a number of similar incidents which 
have greeted him during his tour of 
South America. 

Showing admirable courage, in Peru 
he walked into a mob of students asking 
them to “hear the truth.” Stones grazed 
him. 

Communist-inspired or not, the dem- 
onstrations and near-violence plainly 
showed the political and economic hand- 
writing on the wall. 

Anti-Americanism is growing in South 
America, aided and abetted by our trade 
policies which are made to order for the 
Communists and which make it increas- 
ingly difficult for us to parade under the 
“good neighbor” banner. 

Meanwhile, Congress appears deter- 
mined to scuttle or fatally to compromise 
whatever is left of our reciprocal trade 
program. Democrats and _ Republicans 
alike seem bent on a return to a high 
tariff protectionist program in a wave of 
isolationism not seen since the stupid era 
of the 1920s. 

The reciprocal trade program, ham- 
mered out under former Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull to undo the damage of 
the ’20s, has stood the test of time. But 
selfish interests have fought it with in- 
creasing success. It looks now as if they 
might win a complete victory. 

President Eisenhower early this week 
told the country that the United States and 
the free world face their most serious 
challenge of all from economic infiltra- 
tion and ‘subversion by the Soviet 
Union. CIA chief Allen Dulles says it is 
the gravest danger this country ever has 
faced in peacetime. 

We have the proof in South America. 
In Peru, moreover, national resentment 
has been intensified by an action of 
President Eisenhower himself. The Presi- 
dent acceded to pressure from US. oil 
companies to restrict severely oil imports 
from that country under the reciprocal 
trade program itself. 

We face increasing competition not 
only for export markets but for raw ma- 
terials as well. Our own economy is de- 
pendent on both for its health. Our 
vaunted standard of living simply cannot 
be maintained if we insist upon retiring 
behind a wall of high tariffs, leaving the 
field to the Russians. 

If we insist on following that course, 
we will become an island continent cut 
off from trade and the raw materials on 
which our economy depends. We will also 
help Khrushchev achieve his boast of 
winning the world without firing a shot.

Let Jurors Be Realistic 


About Negro Crimes 


Judge Luther Alverson, in his charge 
to the new Fulton County Grand Jury, 
leveled deserved criticism at the way 
petit juries deal with criminal cases in- 
volving Négroes only. 

Too many jurors, as Judge Alverson 
said, look upon such cases as “just an- 
other Negro fight.”. They are shrugged 
aside with acquittals or light sentences. 

Even murders and other serious 
crimes among the Negro race are treated 
far less seriously than similar instances 
involving whites. This indifference on the 
part of juries places a low value upon the 
lives Of Negroes and deprives the law- 
abiding members of that race of much of 
the protection which they are due. 

Negroes are entitled to the same treat- 
ment at the bar of justice as white citi- 
zens. Until they get it, unrealistic jurors 
must assume their part of the blame for 
the fact that approximately 75 per cent 
of the crimes here are committed by Ne- 
groes. 
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It’s the 12-Year Trip 
That Counts the Most 


In most Georgia schools, students 
look forward to that “senior trip” with 
mixed feelings. 

At first thought the senior trip seems 
a good idea. After all, travel broadens 
one’s perspective and deepens one’s 
understanding of the world. And, too, it 
provides the ‘last sentimental fling for 
classmates whose stars of destiny might 
not cross again for many, Many moons. 

But there’s a catch. It involves time 
and money, both of which schools are 
short on these days. The trip has to be 
financed, usually via fund-raising cam- 
paigns. This in turn requires time. Some 


students spend their entire senior year . 


selling magazine subscriptions or engaged 
in similar activities. Teacher, too, has to 
take time out to supervise the drives and 
make preparations for the trip. 

Upon weighing the pros and cons, the 
Meriwether County Board of Education 
found the senior trip to be wanting. After 
this year, Meriwether’s schools will fore- 
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go the trip in the interests cf the stu- 
dents. 

Searching questions are being asked 
today about our schools. The cirele of in- 
terrogation certainly should include the 
effects of senior trips and other extra- 
curricular activities upon the maintenance 
of high academic standards. 


Some day perhaps parents and stu- 
dents alike will learn two simple facts: 
Earning power depends upon learning 
power and the 12-year trip through 
school is what really counts, not the ex- 
tracurricular excursions.

Quick Settlement Urged 
In Lockheed Dispute 


Some 8,000 workers are on strike at 
the Lockheed plant. Both management 
and the union involved have stated their 
positions. 

Unhappily, the public rarely ever is 
able to have the full story or to under- 
stand the issues involved in such cases 
because they are complex. Nor are they 
always fully revealed. 


The issues are made the more com- 
plex because of legal technicalities in- 
volved. Both sides act with care in order 
not to violate any of the covering laws. 


In the released material only one po- 
sition stands out as unreasonable. The 
company claims the union refused to con- 
sider merit and ability as a factor in em- 
ployment, insisting that seniority only be 
the rule. This surely cannot be a valid po- 
sition. But admittedly there may be cir- 
cumstances an outsider cannot judge. 


Lockheed employes have demonstrated 
ability to produce work of a quality 
matching that of other areas where simi- 
lar plants have been established longer. 
They have been good citizens of the 
metropolitan community. We know they 
prefer to work. 

A $10 strike check does not replace a 
week's pay check. We urge that no 
doors be closed but that all efforts be 
made toward negotiating a settlement.

Addressing the Civitan Club of down- 
town Atlanta early this week, Lt. Gov. 
Ernest Vandiver called for an exchange 
of good will between the Georgia that is 
rural and the Georgia that is urban.

Russians’ 83rd Veto Smote 


Chance To Ease Cold War 


Last week’s debate in the U.S. Security Council added no new 
arguments to the discussion between Russia and the free world. It 
did not even add new words, except a Russian word used by Dele- 
gate Sobolev to belittle the American-Swedish proposal for a system 
of inspection in the Arctic—and translated as ‘‘gimmick.” 


It revealeu a Soviet trucuience 
which? as Secretary of State Dul- 
les asserted last Friday, was 
“frightening.” 

Let us look briefly at the rec- 


ord. At the end of February the 
Soviet government proposed a 
summit conference. No _ sooner 
had this proposal been made 


than Moscow began to demand 
impossible conditions and to raise 
objections to orderly processes 
of preparation. 

Still, it might have been thought 
that this time the Russians really 
wanted, in their own — peculiar 
fashion, to move toward peace. 
It now appears, on the basis of 
the last two weeks of diplomatic 
experience, that Khrushchev’s 
group is in an angry mood. 

When the Russians accused the 
United States on April 18 of send- 


_ing its “‘military aircraft armed 


with atomic and hydrogen bombs 
in the direction of the frontiers of 
the Soviet Union’’ they must have 
expected a rebuke from the Se- 


curity Council and this rebuke be- 


came so inevitable that they 


temporarily abandohed their res- 


olution on the night of April 21. 

The United States might have 
rested on this small victory, but 
it did not. Five days later it of- 
fered its own resolution propos- 
ing a system of inspection which 
would, in the words of Ambassa- 
dur Lodge, “remove the fear of 
surprise attack in the vital Arc- 


tic region.”” Two days later Pres- 


ident Eisenhower, in a personal 


note to Mr. Khrushchev, urged 


him to accept this plan as a con- 
tribution “‘to an increase of con- 
fidence among states.’’ 

Then came the last act in this 
dismal comedy of misunderstand- 
ing and miusrepresentation. Dele- 
gate Sobolev cast Russia’s 83rd 
veto. The veto in itself was not 
as significant as the bad temper 
i. seemed to reflect. There was 
implicit in what Sobolev said an 
actual if undefined threat of re- 
taliatory Russian action if we did 
not keep our planes away from 
the top of the world. 

For reasonable men there still 
remains a possibility of agree- 
ment. The inspection system 
need not involve flights in sensi- 
tive territory by the war planes 
of either Russia or the United 
States. This patrol duty, or even 
a system of radar inspection on 
the ground, could be performed 
by mutually trusted neutrals. 

We cannot avoid the conclusion 
that the Russian refusal even to 
debate these possibilities arose 
from an unwillingness to accept 
any settlement whatever. 

We shall, therefore, have to go 
on, as Dulies said at Durham, 
‘living on the edge of an awful 
abyss."” We shall do our best, 
as was “clearly shown a: the U.N. 
last week, to avoid the ultimate 
cvtastrophe, But we will not per- 
mit the free world to be broken 
up and enslaved by the little 


group who have obtained what 


we hope will be a temporary con- 
trol over our friends the people 
of Russia.

I can think of five good reasons: 


1. Nursing is a highly respected 
trofession. That has not always 
been true. Back in the 1840's 
when Florence Nightingale was 
blazing the trail, nursing was con- 
sidered oeneath the dignity of re- 
spectable women. But today the 
world gives tributes of loving ap- 
preciation to the hands of the 
ministering angels we refer to as

2. There is a great need for 
nurses today and one trained as 
a nurse has numberless job op- 
portunities. There are now less 
than 450,000 active graduate 
nurses in the United States. By 
1970, just 12 years from now, it is 
estimated that we shall need not 
less than 700,000 professional 
nurses. So the field will not be 
crowded, 

3. The financial rewards in 
nursing are adequate. Today the 
pay scale of a nurse ranges from 
$2,100 to $10,000 per year. There 
are many opportunities available 
for one who wishes to specialize 
in some particular field. As a

career, nursing has an almost un- 
limited horizon. 

4. The knowledge and skills the 
nurse learns can be of service to 
her all her life even if she does 
not actively engage in her pro- 
fession. Nursing is fine prepara- 
tion for homemaking. The nurse 
learns to meet people and get 
along in society.

Fate of Indonesia 


NEW YORK—The civil war in Indonesia is 
becoming a war of attrition, with air power a 


decisive element. This was the meaning of what “ 

appeared to be a major government victory in Central Sumatra. 
The capture this week of the rebel mountain capital of Bukittinggi 
in Sumatra has ended a formal: phase of the fighting but the struggle 
still goes on. The Central Sumatran rebels now hold no major cities. 


They have Leen forced in small 
bands back into the jungles and 
their military organization and 
morale — never good — have un- 
doubtedly suffered heavily. 

But the government's successes 
could prove to be pyrrhic. For 
none of the basic and fundamen- 
tal issues in the Indonesian Re- 
public have been settled by the 
capture of Bukittinggi and wide- 
spread discontent with the poli- 
cies of President Sukarno has not 
ended. More important, some of 
the outer islands 4re still flaming 
with revolt. 

In Sumatra itself the rebellion 
is not over. In the central region 
the rebels must now resort to 
guerrilia war. If effectively con- 
ducted this could be an economic 
drain. South Sumatra is of un- 
certain temper; the recent re- 
placement of Lt. Col. Barlian, 
military commander 
there, is evidence of the uncer- 
tain hold of the government. 

But the focus of the rebellion 
is now in the northern part of the 
3,000-island archipelago—at the 
rebel stronghold of Manado in the 
Celebes and on the Island of 
Morotai, site of a large World 
War II airbase. 

There have been few ground 
operations in these areas but the 
rebels, using fields at Menado 
and. Morotai, with a handful of 
propeller-lriven planes have re- 
cently conducted some wide raids 
with considerable success. , 

The rebel planes, described in 
a report from Jakarta as two 
Mustang fighters and four bomb- 


_ers—probably light bombers of 
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the American B26 type — have 
raided airfields, ports and ship- 
ping in East Borneo. Macassar, 
south Celebes, Northern Halma- 
hera ana Amboina. 


Where the planes were pur- 
chased or who flies them has not 
been disclosed. But the rebels ap- 
parently are faily well supplied 
with money and the pilots are be- 
lieved to be Indonesians. 

These air attacks are hitting 
Jakarta in the pocketbook, where 
it hurts most. 

President Sukarno is preparing 
to meet this strategy of economic 
attrition by frontal ground, sea 
and air assaults on the rebel 
strongholds in North Celebes. 

But first, with Communist help, 
he is attempting to strengthen his 
own small air force which, when 
the Sumatra rebellion started, 
consisted of only 12 planes—all 
propeller-driven types. 

The first consignment of a num- 
ber of Soviet-designed jet fight- 
ers, probably MIG 17s, has 
reached Java. | 

No information is available as 
to pilots for these planes. Some 


Indonesian pilots have been train-. 


ing in Egypt, but there are few, 


if any, in the islands qualified to . 


fly jets. There have been per- 
sistent but unconfirmed reports 
that Czechoslovak or Russian 
pilots would be used. 

Thus, the Indonesian civil war 
has entered another dangerously 
uncertain phese, the outcome of 
which may be determined by 
which side gets most aid soonest 
from outside the islands.

He said 
a car driven south on Northside 
by Young attempted a left turn | 
into Hunter and struck a motor- | 
cycle which was headed north. | 

The motorcycle rider, Robert |

the motorcycle, Etheridge said.

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Hypnotized Atlanta Girl 


Explains ‘Going Under’ ¢ 


The pretty, dark-eyed bru- 
nette shook her head in wonder: 

“It’s amazing!’ she ex- 
claimed. “‘And I feel great!”’ 

That was the Atlanta girl's 
reaction to her journey into the 
mysterious world of the sub- 
conscious. 

The word hypnosis conjures 
images of the strange and su- 
pernatural, yet the astonishing 


thing about the Atlantan’s ex- 
perience at the hands of master 
hypnotist Arthur Ellen was the 


“absolute normality the entire 
time.” 

“In fact,” she continued, “I 
though I was NOT hypnotized, 
since I felt no different. Yet I 
managed to accomplish feats 
under hypnosis that I could 
never do otherwise.” 

One of her most spectacular 
feats was making her body ‘‘as 
stiff and rigid as an iron bar,”

“I knew you were there,’ she 
told the hypnotist, “but I 
could feel no weight.” 


COST COED $100,000 


Ellen, whose demonstrations 
have been witnessed by mii- 
lions on TV as well as in audi- 
toriums, theaters, hospitals and 
night clubs, is appearing at a 
club here this week. (It was 
he who hypnotized a coed on 
the Truth or Consequences TV 
program and cost her $100,000. 
All she had to do to win the 
money was to leave her chair 
and pick it up. But under E!- 
len’s deft touch, when he told 
her she, would be unable to 
touch the money when she 
awoke, the girl’s struggles were 
useless. She sat as though glued 
to her chair, unable to break 
the post-hypnotic spell.) 

In his night club routine Ellen 
leads his subjects to sing, dance, 
perform amazing feats. of 
strength and intelligence. Al- 
though many of the antics of a 
hypnotized person evoke side- 
splitting laughter, it is always 
clearly evident that it is not at 
the expense of the subject's dig- 
nity. 

But how does it feel to ‘“‘go 
under?”’ 

“Well,” disclosed the Atlanta 
girl, ‘‘the first few seconds I 
closed my eyes only because I 
was told to. Then, he suggested 
there was a tingling sensation 
in my feet. I started to say 
‘no,’ but suddenly, there WAS 
that feeling.”’ 


“ICY COLD” 
Whenever she slipped out of 


the ‘“‘trance,” her fingertips 
were “icy cold.” (“That is 
your conscious fighting the 


trance,” Ellen explained.) 

When Ellen told the girl to 
“fall forward,” she did so slow- 
ly. He swooped her up, car- 
ried her to two chairs. 

“I was chiefly conscious that 
I had on a full skirt,” the girl 
recalled, ‘“‘and I wanted wt to 
remain in place.”’ (It did.) 


She heard the hypnotist tell 
someone to “‘move the chairs 
apart. No—further apart.’’ She 
heard the scrape of chair 
legs on the floor, then realized 
she was being placed on the 
chairs. 

“T knew he was going to 
stand on me,” she said. ‘But 
I felt supported all along my 
body, when actually only my 
head and feet rested on the 
chairs.” 


LIGHT WEIGHT 


As he stood up, she continued, 
it seemed someone had rested a 
light but firm weight on her. 

There was never any feeling 
of leaving reality. 

“When I came out of the 
trance, I felt wonderfully alive, 
very secure and happy. There 
was never any feeling of fear 
or strangeness. 

“In fact, you come out with 
immense respect for your physi- 
cal and mental processes. You 
are aware you are far more 
capable than you realized be- 
fore,”’ she said. 

Ellen explained that hypnosis 
does not make one a better 
skater, or dancer, or singer. 
But it does give a person the 
necessary: confidence to become 
better through training. 

““My chief feeling throughout 
the demonstration,” she said, 
“‘was how much fun it is! 

“I'd do it again any time!”

Automatic Shopping 
Predicted Next Year

NEW YORK (?—An inventor says shopping will 
become so automatic by 1959 that we’ll need a score- 
card to tell a supermarket from an automat. 


‘Stores’ will have completely 
automatic merchandising sys- 
tems by the end of next year. 
Vending machines will dispense 
all kinds of products and give 
exact change,”’ predicted Wil- 
liam A. Patzer, president of the 
A.B.T. Manufacturing Corp. of 
Chicago. The company is a sub- 
sidiary of the world’s largest 
manufacturer of internal auto 
body hardware. 

Patzer invented the first 
practical robot cashier for 
changing dollar bills. The ma- 
chine, called a bill changer, 
will be produced in September. 
It accepts a dollar bill and in 
three seconds, it returns two 
quarters, three dimes and four 
nickels. 

FOOLPROOF 


It’s the first foolproof bill 
changer, Patzer said. It will 
take money which is wrinkled, 
grease-stained, torn, or written 
on, but it will not accept coun- 
terfeit bills, fake money or 
foreign currency. It also rejects 
bills which are stuck together. 

There are more than three 
million robot “‘salesmen’”’ in the 
United States today, vending 
everything from hot lunches to 
fishing worms. Machines dis- 
pense 16 per cent of all ciga- 
rettes, 21 per cent of candy and 
30 per cent of soft drinks sold 
in the country. Outdoor robots 
carry up to 45 different items 
of food, including milk, eggs, 
coffee and frozen meat. 

But the lack of a machine for 
handling paper money has 
blocked expansion of the two- 
billion-dollar vending industry, 
Patzer said on a trip to New 
York. 

“The bill changer breaks the 
barrier. It will mean a vast in- 
crease in the number of items 
that can be sold. From here, 
the 24-hour automated super- 
market is just a step away. 

‘“‘Now we can set up ‘robot 
selling’ in department stores, 
hardware stores, airline termi- 
nals, motels. There’s no limit 
to it,”’ said inventor Patzer. He 
is working on such a merchan- 
dising device and expects to ex- 
hibit one next fall. 

The 53-year-old German-born 
engineer believes it’s easier to 
build an atomic reactor than a 
coin machine. 


RUGGED MODEL 

“We have to have a rugged, 
foolproof model before we let 
the public touch it. When a man 
buys a car or a lawnmower, he 
will care for it. But let him put 
a nickel in a machine, and he 
feels free to lick it, pound it, 
and abuse it in any way,” Pat- 
zer said. 

Patrens try many tricks to 
fool machines, he added. One 
method is to freeze water into 
the shape of coins. Another is

In 1935, Patzer invented a 
slug rejector to prevent such 
tricks. He also developed a robot 
which plays bridge. He worked 
three years on that device so it 
eould “play” against his friend, 
bridge expert Ely Culbertson. 

*‘The robot won,” said Patzer.

But then most of the pictures that come 
out of our photographic department show a high degree of pro- 
fessional skill as well as, occasionally, a touch of downright genius. 

It’s the working with Ryan that we of the news staff and a 
lot of people outside are going to miss. The big, curly-haired fel- 
low with the wide, white smile and the barely noticeable limp in 
his gait when he is very tired, represents more than anybody I 
know the happy workman. He loves the work he has chosen in 
this world. He loves it simply, without affection, without brooding 
introspection that sometimes goes with genius and without the silly 
talkiness that often affects the rest of us when we refer largely 
to Our Work. 

Ryan’s family, his grocer and his barber undoubtedly see a 
different side of him because the reporter-photographer relation- 
ship is a peculiar one. You travel together and work together 
and when you are out of town on assignment you eat together and 
play together. You either grow to hate each other or you find an 
enduring, hell-or-high-water friendship that reminds me sometimes 
of a pair of mules working in harness. It’s a sexless kind of 
affection and respect that means you pull together to haul your 
maximum share of the assignment load.

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Ryan Sanders, as everybody who has ever traveled and 
worked with him knows, typifies the best in photographers. He 
embarks on every assignment with a curious, youthful sense of 
excitement and expectancy. (This is in his attitude, not in anything 
he says. He'd rather be caught dead than to be caught talking, 
“eager.’’) He is amiable about accommodations and food and 
without exception he likés and is liked by the people he meets on 
a story. He works very hard to get the best possible picture no 
matter how trivial the story and he is absolutely without fear 
when the circumstances are dangerous. 


Ryan came to The Constitution from the Navy 12 years ago, 
known only to us as the kid brother of Sandy Sanders who be- 
came famous with the Associated Press during the war. If there 
was anything he didn’t already know about taking pictures he soon 
got a graduate course under the old master, Kenneth Rogers, and 
he immediately began handling top news assignments. 


I have seen him teetering on the ledge of a building shooting a 
fire picture. (This in spite of the fact that he received a rather 
serious leg injury in the Pacific during the war.) I have seen 
him racing to a wreck, a murder, a hold-up. I have been with 
him when he photographed ante-bellum homes for a house and 
gardens tour and when he photographed alligators in the Okefe- 
nokee swamp. We have talked to men who were awaiting death 
in the electric chair and lost children, disgruntled politicians and 
visiting celebrities. 


I have never seen him when he didn’t show a lively interest 
in the matter at hand and usually high good humor. Only once 
have I seen him in a bad humor and that was the time, probably 
the only time, when through no fault of his own he missed a pic- 
ture deadline. 

Wish him well? Maybe in time—when we stop missing him. 
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and in the newest fashion!

Bob Hope’s latest cinematic 
romp, a gaily packaged bit of 
nonsense called “Paris Holi- 
day,”’ is now showing at Loew's 
Grand Theater and it’s my bet 
it will prove one of the most 
attractive comedies of the sea- 
son.

juvenile sophistication. Have you seen any barefoot boys this | 


spring? 

Some 30 years ago, when May rolled around and the ther- 
mometer finally got up into the 80s, little boys could get their 
parents’ consent to go barefoot—even to school, if they lived in 
the suburbs. Of course, some boys, not mentioning names, had 
been going barefoot to school since late March, leaving the 
house properly shod and parking shoes in a convenient hedge. 


Barefoot Philosophy 


Now, taking off shoes for the first time was a wonderful but 
sometimes painful experience, but one which should not be missed 
by any boy. A boy with spring-tender feet can even tell you what 
the color green feels like. Hasn’t he walked on the tender grass? 

And dust has a dry, brown feel. Gravel in May is to be strictly 
avoided, but by June when bare soles have “‘leathered,’’ it is not 
even noticed. 

And wonderful, sticky, gooey mud! Anyone who has never 
squished mud between bare toes really hasn’t lived at all. Boys 
used to just stand around in mudholes, this time of year, telling 
lies about their muscular prowess, and squishing mud between 
their toes, looking down every now and then past their rolled-up 
overall legs to the mud puddle where their feet were sloshing 
around. 


Short Pants and High Shoes 


Going barefoot to school without your parents’ consent was not 
as easy as it sounds. Some parents wouldn't let their boys wear 
overalls to school, and the common dress was short pants, long 
stockings which fastened to the underwear, and high-topped shoes. 

To sneak a “‘barefoot’’ meant unfastening the stockings, un- 
lacing a couple of dozen holes in the high shoes, and then peeling 
the covering off. Took a pretty big hedge as a hiding place, too. 

Frances Perkins, Secretary of Labor under Roosevelt, made 
a summer trip through the South, went back to Washington and 
told a tearful tale about the ‘“‘unshod South.” The outraged cries 
from the Southern politicians were almost drowned out by the 
laughter of the boys who knew that being unshod was not a 
curse to be borne by paupers, but a blessing to be bestowed on 
rich and poor alike, merely by taking off shoes.
